less than in 192G, according to a re­ 
port made public today by W. C. S tor­ 
rick, superintendent of guides. 
Ge tty sb u rg ’s guides reported to Mr. 
Storrick th a t they conducted 115,721 
to urists over the battlefield last year, 
as compared w ith 118,500 in 1920. 
According to Mr. Storrick, the dif­ 
ference in the num ber of tourists- in 
the tw'o years was due to the in­ 
creased traffic through G ettysburg in 
192B by reason of the 
Philadelphia 
Sesquicentennial.
